In a m ajority of eases he 
never returned to claim his stored prop­ 
erty. 
Enforced 
absence 
protracted 
equally by good or evil fortune accumu­ 
lated the high storage charges until 
they usually far exceeded the actual 
value of the goods; sickness, further 
em igration or death also reduced the 
num ber of possible claim ants, and th a t 
more wonderful hum an frailty—abso­ 
lute forgetfulness of deposited posses­ 
sions—contrived together to leave the 
bulk of the property on the custodian’s 
hands. Under an understood agreem ent 
this w as alw ays sold at public auction 
after a given time. 
Although the con­ 
tents of some of the trunks were ex­ 
posed, it was found more in keeping 
w ith the public sentim ent to sell tho 
tru n k unlocked and unopened. The ele­ 
m ent of curiosity was kept up from 
tim e to t ime by the incautious disclosures 
of the lucky or unlucky purchaser, and 
general bidding thus encouraged—ex­ 
cept when the speculator w ith the true 
gam bling instinct gave no indication in 
his face of w hat was draw n an this lotr 
tery.

flesh is very supporting, but the dark, 
leathery rind, inclosing very coarse, 
bacon-like fat, looks terribly untem pt­ 
ing. and far worse is the taste.

windhouses, appealing to the noses of 
the m ultitude of unowned cats which 
m eet you at every tu rn in Thorshavn, 
and are encouraged as necessary to
